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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. This amendment is necessary to 
correct the claim dependencies due to cancellation of claims 2, 34 and 66. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37

The application has been amended as follows:

In claim 3, line 1, replace "claim 2" with --claim 1—;

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments on pages 13 and 14, filed August 17, 2004, with respect to claims 
1, 33 and 65 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The objections and rejections of all 
pending claims have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 3-6, 8-33, 35-38, 40-65, 67-69 and 71-81 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: independent claims 1, 
33 and 65 recite limitations not founding the prior art of record including: a sensing device that is 
linked, during a registration process, to an authorized user using a secret key-exchange key and 
first digital ink consisting of the authorized user's handwritten signature, identifying a signature 
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field on the basis of indicating data, verifying the user's handwritten signature by comparing 
movement data representing second digital ink with the first digital ink, and generating a digital 
signature of digital content using a signature key of the user that is a private key.
